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1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: While the use of 
water based materials, such as polyvinyl alcohol, as barrier layers adjacent to photopolymeric 
holographic layers to prevent diffusion of plasticizers and the like into the holographic layer 
from adjacent layers, including adhesive layers, is known, the provision of a water soluble layer 
between the hologram and the second, adhesive, heat seal layer is considered unobvious based 
upon the claimed destruction of the hologram upon attempting to peel the hologram from the 
article to which it is applied (the application member) as merely soaking the hologram laminate 
in water would allow its removal. The use of water based adhesives would suffer from the same 
defect.
